It is now twenty years since the act to 
organize this Territory was passed by 
the Congress of the United States, 
and, so far as I am informed, this is 
the first instance ir which you, or any 
of your predecessors, in the pretended 
office which you assume to hold, have 
recognized the Governor of this Terri- 
tory to be, as the organic act makes 
him, the Commander-in-chief, etc. 
My predecessors have been contempt- 
uously ignored, or boldly defied. 1 
eongratulate you and the loyal people 
here, and elsewhere, on the significant 
change iu your conduct. 

Lou do me the honor to ask me to 
suspend the operation of my procla- 
mation of Sept. 15th, 1870, prohibit- 
ing all musters, drills, etc., etc. In 
other words, you ask me to recognize 
an unlawful military system, which 
was originally organized in Nauvoo, 
in the Siate of Illinois, and which has 
existed here without authority of the 
United States, and in defiance of the 
Federal officials. 

You say: ‘‘ Whereas, to stop the 
proclamation now, neither the terms 
of the proclamation, the laws of the 
Territory, nor the laws of Congress, 
etc., could be complied with.” That 
is, my proclamation cannot be carried 
ont, unless I let you violateit. Laws 
of the Territory which conflict with 
the laws of Congress, must fall to the 
ground, unless [ will permit you to 
upbold them, and the laws of Con- 
* cannot be complied with ux less 


will let you interpret and nullify |° 


them! To state the proposition is 
to answer it. ’ 

Mr. Wells, you know, as well as I 
do, that the people of this Territory, 
most of whom were foreign born, and 
are ill acquainted with our institu- 
tions, have been taught to regard 
certain private citizens here as su- 

rior in authority, not only to the 
Federal officials here, but also at 
Washington. Ever since my procla- 
mation was issued, and on a public 
occasion, and in presence of many 
ne of ‘his followers, Brigham 

oung, who claims to be, and is called, 
President, denounced the Federal 
officials of this Territory with bitter 
vehemence, and on a like occasion, 
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about the same time, and in his 
(Young’s) presence, one of his most 
conspicuous followers declared that 
Congress had no right whatever to 
pass an organic act for this Territory ; 
that such was a relic of colonial bar- 
barism, and that not one of the 
Federal officials had any right to 
come to, or remain in, this Territory. 

Mr. Wells, you ask me to take a 
course which, in effect, would aid you 
and your turbulent associates to fur - 
ther convince your followers that you 
and your associates are more powerful 
than the Federal Government. I must 
decline. 

To suspend the operation of my 
proclamation now, would be a greater 
dereliction of my duty than not to 


have issued it. 


Without authority from me you 


issued an order in your assumed 
capacity of Lieut.-General, etc., call. 
ing out the military of the Territory 
to muster, and now you virtually ask 
me to ratify your act. 

Sir, 1 will not do anything in satis. 
faction of your officious and unwar- 
ranted assumption. / 


By the provisions of the organic act, 


the Governor is made the Commander. 
in-chief of the militia of the Territory, 
and, sir, so long as I continue to hold 
that office, a force so important as that 
of the militia shall not be wielded or 
controled in disregard of my autho- 
rity, which, by law, and by my obli- 
gation, it is my plain duty not only

AN OPEN. LETTER TO GOVERNOR 
| SHAFFER.

Sir: I find myself under the neces- 
sity ef requesting you to give space in 
your columns for the enclosed corres- 

ndence between myself and his 

xcellency Governor Shaffer. His 
reply to my communication reached 
me yesterday, and it was only a few

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hours afterwards that I saw the entire 
correspondence in print. I might 


have felt some reluctance before this 


in giving our correspondence pablioity, 
but now I have no alternative; my 
duty to the public, my regard for trutb, 
and my own self-respect, will not suffer 
me to remain silent; and although 
Governor Shaffer closes his commy- 


nication by saying, that he hopes what 


he has written will supersede the ne- 
coassity of any further communication 
on this subject, I am constrained to 
write you this letter. : 

The first point which I will notice 
in his communication is the statement 
that, —

What inference does Governor 
Shaffer wish to draw from this? The 
same law of Congress which provides 
for one Lieut.- General provides for 
five Major Generals (see Army Regis- 
ler for 1869; algo General E. D. 
Townsend’s report to General W. T. 
Sherman, comman4ing U. S. army for 
same year); must we therefore con- 
clude that there shall be no major- 

nerals of militia in the States or 
erritories? The same law prescribes 
that there shall be eight brigadier- 
generals ; are we tc understand Gov 
ernor Shaffer that the distinguished 


tlemen who hold these positions 
in the regular army are the only ones 


in the States and Territories who are 
to be recognized as such? This being 
the inference to be drawn from his 
language, who shall presume to recog- 
nize any officers of militia in any of 
the — — —— major 
generals and brigadier ge Is, when 
the law of Congress eh already 
vided for but five of the former and 
eight of the letter? 

As bie: Exe eme to take 
pleasure in referring to law; permit 


me also to direct his attention to the. 


following 
Section: 10 of an Act; approved July 
28th, 1866, limits the number of offi 
cers and assistant adjutant-generals 
in their respective corps, prescribing 
their rank, pay and emoluments ; and 
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section 6 of an Act approved March 
3rd, 1869, provides that, until other - 
wise directed by law, there shall be no 
new appointments in the Adjutant-

titled, ‘‘ An act to authorize the Legis - 
latures of the several Territories to

These extracts are from laws of Con- 
gress—the laws fer which his Excel- 
lency seems to have so much. respect;

recent appointment by proclamation 
of a major-general, and an assistant 
adjutant-general for the militia of 
Utah ? And what about the five dis- 
tinguished incumbents of the office 
of major general already appointed 
under the law? Or, does his Excel- 
| lency imagine that it falls to bis pro- 
vince to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of the lamented George H. 
Thomas. 

The second point in Governor 
Shaffer’s communication which I will 
notice, is wherein he states that—

Or is it such a crime to copy | 
after anything emanatiny from that 
distinguished State? I may here 
add, further, that I have never had 
any predecessor in the office since the 
organiza ion of the Territory. As to 
this being the first instance” in 
which I have recognized tbe Governor 
of this Territory as the commander-in- 
chief, Governor Shaffer is either 
strangely ignorant or wilfully mis 
represents, for during the first eight 
ears after the organization of the 
erritory, his Excellency Brigham 
Young was the Governor of the Ter 
ritory, and I presume no one will 
dispute that he was recognized as the 
oommander- in- chief.

evidence to show that I recognized 
them as governors’ and commahders- 
in chief of the militia of the Territory, 
and have in return been recognized 
by them as Lieut.- General commanding 
the militia of Utah Territory. Besides. 
being recognized as Lieut. General by 
the predecessors of Governor Shaffer,’ 
I have in every instance been acknow- 
ledged as such im all official corres- 
pondence with officers of the regular 
army, superintendents of the Indian 
affairs, and other Federal officials,” 
both here and out of the Territory. 
His Excellency, Governor Shaffer, 
therefore stands distinguished as the 
first ‘‘ Federal officer” who, in reply 
to a respectful communication, bas 80.

He next touches on the subject of 
teachers, who, he maintains, should 
be persons of good character, intelli- 
gence, tact, patience, and such as have 

assed a strict examination as pre- 
scribed by law. He commends the 
University of Deseret,, and as coming 
more strictly within his official pro- 
vince the Normal Department, which 
has sent out a number of proficient 
teachers, who are in great demand. 
The course of study in that depart- 
ment has embraced the following :— 
Theory and Practice of Teachiug ; 
Reading and Elocution; English

The Brigham Young Academy of 
Provo, founded upon a grant made 
by the late President Brigham Young, 


placed in the hands of trustees and 


under the direction of an efficient 
executive committee he commends as 
an institution commanditig the confi- 
dence and admiration of the entire 
Territory. He also refers to the en- 
dowment of a college at Logan, Cache 
Valley, by the same gentleman, with 
& gift of nearly 10,000 acres of valu- 
able Jand under the care of a board 
of trustees. Also the donation of a 
valuable piece of ground in the 18th 
Ward of this city for school purposes, 
by the same generous friend of educa- 
tion. 

Reference is next made to the school 
lands located by the Commissioners 
chosen at our general elections, show. 
ing that although they are located 
according to law, yet this Territory 


has not yet received the benefit of a 
single acre of them nor a dollar in 
money from the Government for the 
purpoce of education in this Territory, 
pointing out the powers of the Legis- 
lature and the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior in the premises, and suggesting 
a memorial to Congress asking for 
an enabling act, if such is considered 
necessary, authorizing the allotment 
and distribution of those lands ac- 
cording to the intent of the law. 

Full statistics then follow, detailed 
and tabulated, giving à large amount 
of valuable information concerning the 
various schools throughout the Ter- 
ritory. 

This carefully prepared report closes 
with an endorsement of the recom- 
mendation of the Governor for the 
distribution of such public documents 
as this for the general information 
and to reciprocate favors received from 
neighboring States and Territories. 

We hope that this report will be 
extensively circulated. Figures often 
carry conviction where arguments 
fail. And no sane person can study 
this document withont coming to the 
conclusion that the people of Utah 
have been grussly misrepresented b 
their enemies in regard to their esti- 
mate of the benefits of education and 
their efforts to establish and maintain 
schools that all their children may 
receive the benefits of such tuition 
as will fit them for an intelligent 
assumption of all the duties of civilized 
life. Considering their limited oppor- 
tunities they have done wonders in 
this direction. Aud the general 
desire for improvement in our edu- 
cational affairs, promises Well for the 
future, and points to a time when 
every child-in this Territory can obtain 
the benefits of common learning, and 
when the colleges, universities aud 
academies of Zion will prepare our 
sons and daughters to cope with the 
inost cultured intellects of the age, in 
every department of knowledge,

SOMETHING ‘MORE THAN BAPTISM. 


Ir is not improbable that many who listen to the preaching of the Elders, have 
concluded that the ordinance of Baptism alone is the beginning and end of 
their preaching, that they award to it an undue importance, aud that sub- 
mission to it constitutes that salvation so desirable for man, and so important 
to Deity as to demand ita revelation in the person of His Son! 

Many visiting religionists fancy that they miss that unotion, that gush, that 
mighty, yet marvelous power of sanctification and holiness which to them is 
outside of ordinance, and, as they suppose, superior to all; they miss that 
perauasive tone, that sanctimonions aspect, that passive, ‘dawdling faith in 
Jesus, that sentimentality of affection which beseechea, implores, and appeals 
to the feelings, and carries captive the inner man ; they miss that laudation of 
Jesus—that which tells with thrilling detail of his womdtous love, which}points 
to his open wonnds, which breathes in solemn tones the story of his cross, and 
points its moral with the bloody tree; which with untiring persistency, pro- 
claims the blood, lauds the blood, magnifies the blood, and considers with 
‘almost revolting taste and detail the sweat, the blood, the cross,’ the groans, 
the death, of the one great sacrifice who ‘‘ died that men might live.“

Here is sublimity and simplicity, here is beauty and 

use, and we can not afford—the world can not afford to dispense with so 
telling, instructive, and beneficial an ordinance ;: hence the Elders preuch it, 

and in no sense are we or the world entitled to instructions, to principles, to 

blessings belonging to advanced pupils, until, we and they learn the lessons. 
which should and must precede. When the world are ready for baptism, 

ben they are baptized, then they will realize that they have barely crossed 

the threshold, and the lengthened vistas of the divine life will _ af as sz 
receive ‘‘ precept upon precept, and line upon line.” 

It is not expected that those thus baptized will consider it the 0 it is 
not salvation; only in part; but if honesty led them into the water, peace will 
bring them out, and the great boon of the Holy Ghost will be given through 
its appointed ordinance and channel, to lead them onward in the upward path;
